Mr.Brenner showed Dr.Burke and myself his latest 
medals the other night, and Dr.,Burke told him in my pres- 
ence that he believed Brenner to be the peperior of Roty 
the greatest French die-sinker, Brenner is the man who can 
design our coins. I hope this matter may interest the 
members of our Society. I understand the Chicago Numis- 
matic Society and the Ohio State Numismatic Society are 
about to pass similar resolutions. This is our chance to

Through this systematic activity in 
collection, Dr. Spitaner succeeded in a work of many years in bringing 
together a special collection that, in its way, is really unique and not to 
be surpassed, and the separation of which would therefore be very lamentable. 
The acquisition of it might be a great gain for any miseum, but the great 
old collections will scarcely come into consideration as purchasers because 
| they already posssss a great number of the pieces, even if not in such 
completeness and in such a unity of comprehension. On the other hand, any 
new museum Cr private collection, by such an acquisition, would im: sdiately 
possess for one field a collection of the first rank, and might sasily cul- 
tivate further this specialty. As regards particulars it is to be empha= 
sized that a large number of great rarities, and indesd also some unique 
specimens exits in the collection, but also of the more modest jubilee medals, 
the value of which rests primarily upon their union in a single collection, 
many a one has certainly already become rare because on accoun’ of their 
insienificance, not many are preserved. The state of preservation, espec- 
ially of the thaler, rultiple thaler and -old coins, is almost without 
exception excellent. 

The prices paid by Dr. Spitzner must be characterized as,in com- 
parison with the present, for the most part moderate;in the case of rarities 
even om The sum of the prices paid by him,somewhat over 30,000 marks, 
therefore to-day become an essentially higher one.

It is seen that the collection has a broad plan, and that the well considered 
goons is rigorously carried out. Through this systematic activity in 
collection, Dr. Spitzner succeeded in a work of many years in bringing 
together a special collection that, in its way, is really unique and not to 
be surpassed, and the separation of which would therefore be very lamentable. 
The acquisition of it might be a great gain for any mseum, it the great 

old collections will scarcely come into consideration as purchasers because 
they already possess a great number of the pieces, even if not in such 
completeness and in such a unity of comprehension. On the other hand, any 
new museum or private collection, by such an acquisition, woulc immediately 
possess for one field a collection of the first rank, and might easily cul- 
tivate further this saci ae. As regards particulars it is to be empha~ 
sized that a large number of preat rarities, and indeed also some unique 
specimens exist in the collection, but also of the more modest jubilee medals, 
the value of which rests primarily upon their union in a single collection, 
many a one has certainly already become rare because on account of their 
insignificance, not many are preserved. The state of preservation, espec- 
jally of the thaler, multiple thaler and gold coins, is almost without 
exception excellent. 

The prices paid by Dr. Spitzner must be characterized as,in com- 
parison with the present, for the most part moderatejin the case of rarities 
even low. The sum of the prices paid by him,somewhat over 30,000 marks, 
therefore to-day become an essentially higher one. 

It is finally to be considered as a special advantage that there 
exists a very careful and neatly written catalogue, that contains also 
numerous details regarding the literature, and the little library of the 
numismatic books most important for this special field, forms a valuable 
supplement to the collection.
